ROME, June 5 (AP).—Fascists 
students attempted to organize 
new anti-Allied demonstrations to- 
day, but were dispersed by police 
in the vicinity of the British con- 
sulate.

The soldiers

About 20 British, mostly mem- 
bers of the embassy’s commercial 
staff, and their families left today|. 
for home. Fellow countrymen who 
bade them farewell at the station 
shouted “Hurrah for England!” as 
the train departed. 

An Athens dispatch to Il Messag- 
gero today reported that Turkey, 
despite its denials, had sought per- 
mission to land troops on the Greek 
islands in the Aegean Sea. The 
troops were said to be already con- 
centrated and ready to embark 
while Allied war vessels were 
cruising among the islands, 

The paper said that the Greek 
Government had rejected the re- 
quest, but that it had been urgently 
renewed, 

Turkey’s reasons were reported to 
be first, to prevent the islands from 
falling into Italian hands in case 
Italy entered the war and then be- 
ing used as bases for an attack on 
Turkey; and second, to make it 
possible for Turkey to _ protect 
Greek territory from attack, since 
Greece lies within Turkey’s safety 
zone? 

Tension was reported to be grow- 
ing between Greece and Turkey as 
a result of the supposed demands.

SHIFTS TO IN-LAW 


Husband of Mirs. Hepper- 
man Being Investigated 
by Highway Patrol. 


An investigation into the death in 


Mrs. Emma Sarana Hepperman’s 
by the State Highway Patrol fol-

Mrs. King was the mother of 
Bert Lee Roberts, who died at 
Frisco Hospital in St. Louis in July, 
1933, after having been married to 
Mrs. Hepperman for six months. 
Mrs. King was living with Roberts 
and Mrs. Hepperman at Cuba, Mo., 
when she became ill. Sergt. Wayne 
Henderson of the Highway Patrol 
said her body would be exhumed. 
When Roberts was brought to 
the Frisco Hospital the physician 
who had treated him at Cuba sent 
a letter stating his belief that the 
patient was “dying from a slow 
form of poisoning.” A Coroner’s

Testimony at Inquest. 


Testimony was given at the in- 
quest into the death of the sixth 
husband, Aloys A. Schneider, who 
died last September, that Mrs.

In Attack by Dive Bombers 


Equipment and Bodies Strewn as T hough 
Struck by Tornado in Flanders—Many 
Cannon Left by Allies.

WITH THE GERMAN ARMY 
(By Telephone to Berlin), June 5 
(AP).—Stores of supplies left be- 
hind by the British Zxpeditionary 
Force in its withdrawal from Flan- 
ders, a German officer told me to-

Traveling some 200 miles along

Devastation by Bombers. 


The German advance seemingly 
had been so rapid that Nazi labor 
battalions and highway construc- 
tion workers could not follow 
quickly enough to clear up as they 
had done in Holland and eastern 
Belgium and take abandoned booty 
to collection centers. 

We had hardly crossed into 
France last Saturday, on a trip 
which kept us incommunicado un- 
til yesterday, when at Beaumont 
we saw evidence of the fury of 
Germany’s dive bombers. 

Some of France's heaviest tanks 
of the 30-ton type had lumbered 
down a street running east and 
west. 

Several bombs dropped on build- 
ings at this intersection, blowing 
them to pieces. The explosion ap- 
parently lifted the tanks out of 
their relative positions with ter- 
rific force, for several of them

were telescoped, while six others 
were hurled against buildings. 
Crews Machine-Gunned. 
Messerschmitt pursuit planes ap- 
parently followed the dive bomb- 
ers and machine-gunned officers 
and men as they crawled out of 
the tanks. 
Frenchmen remaining in tanks 
and ready to continue on the way 
were surprised by the quickly ap- 
proaching German. tanks. These 
tanks finished what the dive- 
bombers and fighting planes left 
undone. It was a ghastly sight 
but nothing compared with what 
we encountered Sunday on a road 
near Enclos outside Lille. 
Here probably the greatest tank 
battle of the war—and all times— 
had taken place. 
French prayerbooks, rosaries, de- 
tective novels, bloody helmets and 
grimy uniforms were scattered in 
grotesque confusion. We stepped 
cautiously among hand grenades 
which nobody had had time to re- 
move. 
We saw letters from wives and 
sweethearts strewn around, some 
written in French, some in En- 
glish, but all ending with the wish 
that the recipient might return 
home safely. Instead, his mangled 
body lay a short distance away. 


Tornadic Destruction. 


We passed through such French 
places of World War memory as 
Cambrai, Arras, Bethune, St. 
Omer, Lille, St. Pol and Armen- 
tieres. 

Everywhere the picture was the 
same: The blitzkrieg had moved 
like a windstorm, striking this or 
that locality, as an American tor- 
nado does, while the next place is 
untouched. 

Streets actually in the fighting 
were marked by two things—aban- 
doned tanks or cannon and furi- 
ously bombed individua! buildings. 
In Flanders, the difference be- 
tween 1940 and the 1914-18 period 
was even more marked. In the 
last war, according to all accounts, 
most cities and villages in combat 
areas were virtually destroyed. 
Now, however, even Ypres, al- 
though shelled, emerged with the 
Menin gate only partly damaged 
and with the famed cemetery un- 
scatched. The bridge before the. 
Menin gate, however, had been 
blasted. 

Ghent Damaged Little. 
Although a big battle raged for 
days around Ghent and the civil- 
ized world feared that its art treas- 
ures might be demolished, the city 
itself was damaged but little. 
Bruges, where King Leopold ITI 
of Belgium held forth until his 
surrender, escaped disaster by ca- 
pitulation. 7 
In Ostend, the harbor and 
wharves were shelled, but the res- 
idential section was spared in the 
main, 

Hundreds of cannon stood aban- 
doned and munitions stacked | in 
boxes nearby. 

Rubber tires appeared to be 
especially welcome finds for the 
Germans. Often we would encoun- 
ter German cars with worn-out 
tires pausing on the roadside be- 
fore an abandoned enemy car to 
substitute its almost new tires for 
the threadbare German ones. 


British motorcycles also were 
pressed into service almost § im- 
mediately. German officers ac- 


companying us also asserted that 
large stocks of new cars were 
found in salesrooms and factories 
of Belgium and Northern France. 


Endless Streams of Refugees. 
This war has set in motion one 
of the most tragic migrations in 
history. There is nothing more 
pitiable than these endless streams 
of refugees that I have encountered | 
again ‘and again in Northern 
France and Belgium. ; 
Hundreds of thousands of old 
men, women and children plod 
along as the merciless sun burns 
their faces or backs. 

So fast do armies move today 
that these refugees couldn’t even 
make sensible selection of what to! 
take with them in their hurry. Nor 
did they know at the time of flee- 
ing that they would have to keep 
on the move, constantly rereating 
from Belgium or Northern France, 
farther and farther south. 

Near St. Pol, in Northern France, 
there is a little village through 
which the retreating French and 
advancing Germans swept without 
doing heavy local damage.

000,000. Helvering explained that 
the Treasury settlement had noth- 
ing to do with criminal court pro- 
ceedings involving Annenberg. 
The Treasury originally calcu- 
lated that Annenberg owed approx- 
imately $12,000,000 for the years 
1923 to 1938 inclusive, Helvering 
said, but had compromised at a 
lower figure because of some du- 
plications and other ¢onsiderations. 


He indicated that Annenberg had 
made an initial payment of $500,000 
and would pay a like amount be- 
fore the end of 1940. .To secure 
the remainder of the taxes he has 
agreed to pay, Helvering added, 
Annenberg has mortgaged to the 
Treasury “practically everything he 
owns.” 

Helvering said the security in- 
cluded Annenberg’s majority stock 
in the Philadelphia Inquirer, An- 
nenberg’s home in Miami and ranch 
in Wyoming, as well as other prop- 
erty.” 

Even in Chicago nothing on the 
scale of Annenberg’s operations 
has ever been known before. The 
sums of money that Annenberg 
dealt in make the rackets of Al 
Capone look petty. Beside the 
structure of more than 75 corpora- 
tions that Annenberg set up, the 
affairs of the late Samuel Insull 
seem comparatively simple. 


Biggest Treasury Case, 

It is the greatest tax case in 
Treasury history, having required 
the services of as many as 80 
agents of the Treasury’s intelli- 
gence unit which has been concen- 
trated on the case for five years. 
Today United States District Attor- 
ney William J. Campbell read into 
the record a lengthy statement set- 
ting forth some of the charges 
against the man who exerted ruth- 
less and complete control over 
horse racing not only in the Unit- 
ed States but in Canada, Cuba and 
Mexico. But so complex is the 
case that no summary could ever 
include even a small part of what 
the investigation revealed. 

‘The prosecutor declared Annen- 
berg’s “desire to evade pis income 
. taxes was as keen as it was to 
make the income.” 

The tax evasions detailed by the 
Government in Judge Wilkerson’s 
court ranged from the most petty 
practices of charging personal ex- 
penses to Annenberg companies te 
elaborate schemes involving hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars and 
the passing of huge sums from one 
pseudonymous bank account to an- 
other and into safety deposit boxes 
held in the names of his associates. 


Annenberg himself was sitting at 
a table directly in front of the 
Judge surrounded by an array of 
counsel from Philadelphia and Chi- 
cago. Surprisingly young looking 
for his 63 years, he seemed to take 
a lively interest in the proceedings. 
Near him was his son, Walftr H. 
Annenberg, also indicted, but whose 
indictment will be dismissed under 
the terms of the agreement where- 
by the father pleaded guilty. 


His Bookie Service. 


Almost 10,000 bookmakers 
throughout the country were served 
by Annenberg’s Nationwide News 
Service and the Government traced 
approximately $20,000,000 paid by 
these bookies to Annenberg between 
the years 1933 and 1936. Of this a 
large proportion was profit, the 
overhead in the racing industry be- 
ing extraordinarily low. 


One source of Annenberg’s huge 
income was the wall sheet business 
here in Chicago, These were charts 
sold to bookies to post race results. 
They were printed in such a way 
that it was necessary to use both 
the wire service and the wall sheet. 
The sale of wall sheets in the Chi- 
cago area alone brought in more 
than $2,000,000 between 1929 and 
1936, according to the Government's 
charge. Virtually all of this was 
profit. 

This money was passed through a 
subordinate employe who was au- 
thorized to draw checks against an 
account in the Builders’ National 
Bank here. At regular intervals 
currency would be drawn from this 
account and passed to an official 
of a subsidiary Annenberg company 
who would place it in a safety de- 
posit box to which James M. Ragen 
Jr., son of the manager of Annen- 
berg’s General News Bureau, had 
access under an assumed name. 


Ragen, according to the Govern- 
ment’s charge, kept part of this 
money and deposited the rest under 
the name of the M. L. A. Invest- 
ment Co. Eventually, through the 
medium of the Cecelia company, 
top Annenberg holding company, 
the money was passed along to the 
“M. L. Annenberg special account” 
in the Butte County Bank at Belle 
Fourche, S. D. 


Money from this bank: account 
was expended largely in developing 
Annenberg’s ranch near Beulah, 
Wyo., carried on his books at a 
value of nearly $400,000. In addi- 
tion, his estate at Great Neck, Long 
Island, is valued at close to a half 
million; his winter home at Miami 
Beach at about $300,000 and his 
home in the Pocona Hills near Phil- 
adelphia at more than $200,000. In 
addition he has maintained apart- 
ments in Philadelphia and New 
York. 


Daughter’s Wedding. 


The Government found, according 
to today’s charge, that a charge of 
$6644.44 on the books of the Daily. 
Racing Form Publishing Co., sup- 
posedly for “convention expenses,” 
actually went to pay the cost of the 
wedding of his daughter, Harriet, in 
1934. This was in the form of a 
check paid to the Hote) Pierre for 
champagne, cocktails, special suites, 
musicians and similar expenses. In 
connection with Harriet’s marriage,

ings, a check for. $2567 to the New 
York Central Lines and another 
check of $172247 to the Hotel 
Pierre, actually used to pay for the 
transportation and entertainment of

off as traveling expenses on the 
books of the Racing Form Co. 

In 1936 for a reported $13,000,000 
Annenberg bought the Philadelphia 
Inquirer, one of the oldest papers 
in the country. While he paid a 
large amount in cash, the Govern- 
ment has learned that Annnenberg 
still owes a considerable part of 
the total purchase price. 

Annenberg sat listening as Camp- 
bell read a hundred-page brief sum- 
marizing the charge against the 
king of the racing industry. His 
chief attorney, Wayland Kirkland, 
told reporters that he would make 
a presentation and a plea for clem- 
ency at even greater length, which 
means that the actual sentencing 
will probably go over until tomor- 
row. ° 
Arguments on Compromise. 

When the prosecution finished, 
Judge Wilkerson asked for argu- 
ments on whether the compromise 
settlement had “any bearing on 
the duty of this court.” 


The court said it wished the |, 


Government would make some 
recommendation for sentence, es- 
pecially with regard to mitigation. 
He asked what weight should be 
given the Government’s action in 
dismissal of other counts against 
Annenberg. 

“Is it proper,” Judge Wilkerson 
asked, “for the court to take into 
consideration all these other of- 
fenses (mentioned in the Govern- 
ment’s statement of facts) not re- 
lated to the count to which the 
defendant has pleaded guilty?” 

The court said it felt the com- 
promise took from the court the 
power to impose a punishment of 
more than five years imprison- 
ment, whereas conviction of An- 
nenberg on all six counts of the 
indictment at hand would have ex- 
posed him to possible sentence 
totaling 27 years. 

“Is the Court warranted under 
these circumstances,” Judge Wil- 
kerson continued, “in imposing such 
a sentence when the United States 
Government has seen fit to enter 
into an agreement?

In the sev- 
enth inning—the Dodgers were far 
ahead by that time and mcre 
Brooklyn runs had become unim- 
portant—Jimmy Wasdell, late of 
the Senators, bunted a pop fly into 
the air. The ball went over Clyde 
Shoun’s head, but Joe Orengo, third 
baseman, lunged for it, and Umpire 
George Magerkurth thought Joe 
had made the catch, for he gestured 
that way with his pointing hand. 
Umpire Bill Stewart, working on 
the third base side of the’ play, saw 
it from a different angle, and ruled 
that Orengo had dropped the ball 
and called Wasdell safe. 


The crowd took the introductory 
dual decision without demonstra- 
tion, but not so the second one. 
Joe Vosmik tripled, scoring Was- 
dell, and Babe Phelps doubled to 
left-center, scoring Vosmik. Phelps 
overran second and as he tried to 
scramble back to the bag, Stewart 
ran over from third base and Ma- 
gerkurth hurried from first, to see 
the play. The play was close and 
their decisions were simultaneous. 
But while Magerkurth flatted his 
hands in the gesture that indicates 
a man is safe, Stewart gave the 
play the sweeping thumb, which 
meant that Phelps wa8 out.

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Defense Program Too Much for Any One 
Man and President Shouldn’t Try to Do 
It All—Hoover’s Idea of Munitions Ad- 


ministration Indorsed. 


HE critical problem at _ this 
moment in Washington is the 
organization of what may be 
called the high command, where 
decisions of transcendent political 
importance will have to be made 
almost immediately and from which 
over a long subsequent period of 
time must come the planning and 
the direction of the national de- 
fense. 

The primary responsibility is, of 
course, vested in the President, but 
the President’s powers are not ade- 
quate or effective without the sup- 
port of Congress and without the 
enlistment of the energies of the 
people. 

However, in this great business 
“the President” is not just the man, 
namely Mr. Roosevelt, who holds the 
office. The presidency is an in- 
stitution, the main organ of gov- 
ernment for the conduct of foreign 
affairs, for the raising and equip- 
ping of the armed forces, for the 
command of those forces, and for 
the management of the nation’s 
effort. 

It is obvious that no human being 
can personally exercise the whole 
power of the presidency, this is 
beyond the capacity of the human 
mind, and an attempt to regard the 
powers of the presidency as the 
personal responsibility of any man 
who happens to be in the White 
House is absolutely certain to lead 
to confusion and failure. 


The man who is President—what- 
ever his name or his party—must at 
a time like this regard the presi- 
dency as an organized command of 
highly responsible men whom he 
selects, over whom he presides, 
whom he inspires, but only, in the 
very largest question of policy, di- 
rects. He must not regard the de- 
fense administrators as his personal 
agents and his personal council any 
more than he would—in time of 
actual war—presume to tell the 
commander of the fleet what must 
be the tactical disposition of the 
navy. 

If this distinction between the 
presidency and the man who is 
President is forgotten or confused, 
the President will attend to so many 
things that he will never have time 
or energy for the greatest things, 
and the administrators will become 
bogged down in the mire of bureau- 
cratic timidity and jealousy. 


For the great emergency in which 
this country finds itself it will be 
well to fix clearly in our minds that 
the national defense has to be or- 
ganized both through decisions in 
foreign policy and through the rais- 
ing, training and equipping of the 
armed forces. The decisions in for- 
eign policy will in the present crisis 
have to be made in the very early 
stages of the defense program, long 
before the program had been carried 
out and these decisions will be of 
such a character that they may de- 
termine the problem of American 


critical time President Monroe laid 
the whole matter before the elder 
statesmen of the republic, in office 
and in retirement, before making 
up his mind.

It is imperative that he should 
take at once into his complete con- 
fidence the leaders of Congress and 
the elder statesmen of both parties, 
and that they should become pre- 
pared by first-hand knowledge of 
the situation in order that they 
may share with him the awful bur- 
den, and in order that the people 
may feel certain that the decisions 
are the best that can be made. 


With the help of the American 
leaders, the President can then 
take the nation into his confidence, 
and tell it the truth of what is 
happening and of what is impend- 
ing. 


: This is not a questién of a coali- 
tion government or of any kind of 
political window-dressing. This is 
a question of taking decisions af- 
fecting vitally the defense of

The proper solution, as Mr. Hoo- 
ver has demonstrated, is to estab- 
lish with all necessary powers a 
munitions administration with a 
single responsible head who will 
select the production managers to 
plan and direct the procurement 


of supplies. There should then be 
appointed a new Secretary of War, 
and a new Secretary of Navy to tell 
the munitions administration what 
is needed and in what order of 
urgency, and also to make sure that 
the best commanders available are 
in charge of the naval and mili- 
tary forces. 


Finally, there should be appoint- 
ed a new Secretary of Labor who, 
while protecting standards neces- 
sary to support health and effi- 
ciency, can and will support the 
munitions administration by meas- 
ures to increase the productivity of 
the workers and by measures to 
train the unskilled for skilled 
trades, 
These new posts should not be 
given to politicians, Republican or 
Democratic, for the purpose of pre- 
senting ‘the appearance of a na- 
tional government, They should be 
given to experienced executives for 
the purpose of making the national 
defense efficient.

They are united behind Almazan, a nest- 
feathering General who started out as a revolution- 
ary in the overthrow of Diaz, accumulated millions 
and became a counterrevolutionist. 


Almazan has denounced the present administra- 
tion’s establishment of collective farms, its expro- 
priation of foreign oil and mining interests and its 
compulsory teaching of Mexican “New Dealism” in 
the public schools. He has denounced Toledano and 
urged “full co-operation between labor and capital.” 

But Camacho seems to hold the high cards. He 
has the support of the more numerous political par- 
ties, of the Government in power and of the Mexican 
army. This should mean that he has the votes, the 
machinery to count them and the military power 
to uphold the result. There is no bi-partisan super- 
vision of elections in Mexico. 

Yet there is much talk of a revolution in case 
Almazan loses. “I shall know what to do,” Alma- 
zan has said, “if the opposition thwarts the honest 
will of the people.” The Mexicans take their poli- 
tics seriously. Already there has been a high quota 
of persons killed and wounded in political clashes. 

But Almazan enjoys his wealth, which even now 
is increasing from Government road-building con- 
tracts, and he may remember the fate of Gen. 
Saturnino Cedillo, who died in an uprising two years 
ago. 

The best guess is that Camacho will win the elec- 
tion and set about consolidating, rather than extend- 
ing, Cardenas’ reforms. Cardenas has been called a 
Fascist, a Mexican New Dealer, a Socialist and a 
Communist. In reality, 
been interested in political theories but in results. 

His division of the large estates and his expropria- 
tion of the oil companies has been socialistic. His 
appointment of the Governors of the various prov- 
inces, instead of allowing them to be elected, has been 
Fascistic. His adherence to the election laws in the 
/national field and his preservation of complete free- 
‘dom for a vituperative press has been democratic. 

Evidently, liberal government in as backward a 
country as Mexico needs to be molded to meet prac- 
tical situations. sale rule Cardenas seems to have 
observed. 

Mexico will be lucky if Cardenas’ successor nae 
as well. And so, for that matter, will the United 
States, which has large interest in a peaceful and 
socially intelligent government south of the border. 
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A “KEEP OUT” SIGN IS NOT ENOUGH. 

The bill introduced by Senator Pittman and Repre- 
sentative Bloom, to forestall acquisition by Germany 
of Allied possessions in the Western Hemisphere, 
is described by its sponsors as a “keep out” sign to 
safeguard the New World against aggression. It is 
designed to bolster the Monroe Doctrine and the 
1938 Declaration of Lima. The intent is fine, but 
the method does not go far enough. 

Instead of a signboard, what the Western Hemi- 
sphere needs is a fence—in other words, incorpora- 
tion of all the foreign-owned islands within Ameri- 
can sovereignty and the American defense system. 
As we pointed out in an editorial yesterday, negotia- 
tions with the Allies ought to be in progress now, for 
ceding the islands to this country in settlement of 
the defaulted war debts. There is still time for such 
negotiation, and Congress should be ordering it 
right away. An avowal of non-recognition is excel- 
lent in theory, but in these troubled times, actual 
acquisition is much safer, 
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MR. CHURCHILL’S CANDID ADDRESS. 

Some British spokesmen have sought to make the 
British retreat from Flanders take on the appear- 
ance of a great victory. To be sure, the rescue of 
some 335,000 soldiers, apparently cut off by murder- 
ous German attacks, is a considerable fedt. There 
were certainly many instances of individual heroism, 
and fine generalship was required to get so high a 
percentage of the troops out of the Nazi trap. But 
any attempt to make a victory out of this can be 
nothing more than propaganda to hearten the British 
people and present a better face to the world. 

It is to Winston Charchill’s credit that he refuses 
to make any such baseless claims. In his address 
to the House of Commons yesterday, he was quite 
‘realistic about it. “We must be very careful,”: he 
‘said, “not to assign to this deliverance the at- 
|tributes of a victory.” He warned against being 
blind to the fact “that what has happened is a colos- 
sal military disaster.” He laid down an epigram to 
blast false optimism: “Wars are not won by evacua- 
tions.” 

All this is a properly candid basis for Britons to 
consider the treat task and the heavy odds now fac- 
ing them. While making no effort to gloss over the 
difficulties, Mr. Churchill expressed the grimmest 


sort of determination never to surrender. The fight 
will go on to the end, he said, even if the British 
Isles fall.. He spoke in the courageous tradition of 
the “bulldog breed,” and doubtless intended to rally 
the English people, military and civilian alike, to the 
utmost effort in their nation’s crisis. 

Churchill also was candid enough to express 
in words the greatest hope of every Allied leader; 


that the United States will intervene to wrest. victory

It is misleading, therefore, to complain 
that our truly important list of critical 
and strategic raw materials includes cof- 
fee, sisal, vegetable oils, bananas, man- 
ganese and cane sugar, for the Caribbean

The inquiring chairman was told 
that the national platform would 
be drafted on the theory that 
Roosevelt would be the Democratic 
nominee, This assumption would 
color the speeches at the conven- 
tion and —unless and until dis- 
proved—determine the party strat- 
egy. The platform would crack 
down hard on the Roosevelt do- 
mestic policies—not on their ob- 
jectives, but on methods, trends, 
the danger to private enterprise, 
etc. There would be a sound wal- 
lop at the reciprocal trade treat- 
ies, but in no case would the plat- 
form demand the repeal of social- 
reform legislation such as the Wag- 
ner Act, the Social Security Act, 
the law creating the Securities and 
Exchange Commission. Better ad- 
ministration would be demanded, 
changes here and there in the in- 
terest of stimulating private in- 
dustry and improving the relations 
between business and Government 
—but not repeal, In this respect 
the platform would take its cue 
from the Glenn Frank report. | 
Dominating the whole would be 
an attack on the third term. So, if 
Roosevelt should run, the opposi- 
tion party would have lost no time 
in bringing up its heavy artillery; 
if he should not run, it would be in 
a position to claim that its salvos 
had driven him out, 

All this seemed perfectly clear 
and logical to the state chairman, 
and he indicated that he would be 
guided accordingly. 

“But,” he asked “what are you 
going to say about foreign policy?” 
“God only knows,” was the reply. 


Now the most amazing phenom- 
enon in current politics—if you bar 
the increasing probability that the 
third-term tradition will be chal- 
lenged—is the growing strength of 
Wendell Willkie as a Republican 
candidate. As Dewey has gone 
down in the polls, Willkie has come 
up. It would be foolish to say that 
Dewey is out of it or that Willkie 
is the probable nominee. It would 
be foolish at this stage to make any 
sort of prophecy as to the Repub- 
lican nomination. All that is here 
intended is to underscore the fact 
that what started out as the tiniest 
of. boomlets, without any political 
support whatever, has developed 
into a force that may have to be 
reckoned with in the. Republican 
convention. 

Even if Willkie gets no farther 
than he has got, the comment 
stands that we have seen a de- 
velopment in American politics 
that a few short months ago would 
have seemed incredible. The rise 
of the political cutsider Willkie— 
of all things, a public utility mag- 
nate—to a degree of strength as a 
presidential candidate that is 


HE Republican state chairman 
of a Middle Western state came 
to Washington recently to see 


causing him to be talked about 
as a serious challenger. His boom 
may collapse utterly, but he has 
already achieved the impossible. 
The rise of Willkie is. a perfect 
illustration of the strangeness of 
these political times. What would 


little while back—a race between 
Roosevelt and Willkie—must be 
put down today as among the pos- 
sibilities. 

In the chat between the Mid- 
western State Chairman and the 
master minds at Washington it 
seems to me that we can find one 
of the reasons for the increased at- 
tention that is being paid to Wen- 
dell Willkie. As it appears today, 
the Republicans must wage their 
campaign on domestic issues if 
they are to have any chance of 
success. J] say “as it appears to- 
day,” for none can tell what will 
happen from month to month, 
from week to week. As of today, 
as probably also of the period of 
the Republican convention, where 
is there any nourishment for the 
opposition in an attack on a for- 
eign policy which, unless all signs 
are at fault, has commanded in- 
creasingly the support of the 
people? 

It is a policy against the send- 
ing of troops abroad, and yet it is 
a flexible policy designed to safe- 
guard this country against all con- 
ceivable dangers. In the prepared- 
ness measures now going through 
Congress, there is certainly no is- 
sue between the parties. It is to 
be doubted that one will arise 
sefore the Republicans meet to 
draft their platform and name 
candidates. The best guess today 
is that they will adopt a flexible 
foreign policy plank, not a rigid 
or doctrinaire plank, but one that 
will take full account of the reali- 
ties of the situation. 
If this turns out to be true, 
then the lines will be drawn for 
a battle over the domestic policies 
of the Roosevelt administration— 
and, of course, if he runs, over 
the third term. 
u 
How are the chances of Willkie 
affected by this prospect? They 
are affected favorably by the fact 
that if he should be the candidate, 
the issue of foreign policy would 
be largely canceled out, for the 
views of Willkie in this field are 
close to the views of Roosevelt. 
Should these two oppose each other, 
the decision would have to be—as 
it now appears—on domestic issues. 
In this prognosis, Taft must be 
bracketed to a degree with Will- 
kie. Taft too, has a flexible atti- 
tude toward foreign affairs. He 
is not as close to Roosevelt in this 
respect as Willkie is, but he is 
closer than either Dewey or Van- 
denberg. Each of these two has 
taken a position that would in- 
evitably make foreign affairs a 
leading, perhaps the dominant, 
issue in the campaign if he were 
nominated. 
They are not to be read out of 
the race, but the present shape 
of things is hurting their chances 
and helping the chances of any 
whose nomination would tend to 
take the emphasis. away from for- 
eign relations. Of the latter group 
are Taft and Wikkie.

NEW YORK, June 5 (AP), — A 
massive marble bust of King Leo- 
pold which had stood near the en- 
trance to Belgium’s pavilion at the 
New York World’s Fair, has been 
removed on orders from the refugee 
Belgian Government in France. 
Dr. Joseph Gevaert, Belgian: Com- 
missioner General, said today ex- 
planation for the removal of the 
King’s statute could be found in 
the May 26 statement of Belgian 
Premier Hubert Pierlot denounc- 
ing King Leopold for surrendering 
the army to Hitler and declaring 
him no longer entitled to rule.

The overruling yesterday by Unit- 
ed States District Judge George H.

Missouri, on a perjury charge, to 
begin on the date set, June 17. 


Judge Moore overruler a plea in

These disclosures 
accounted for more than $300,000 
which went into the slush fund 
from “kickbacks” from lawyers, 
padded expense accounts and secret 
cash rebates in business transac- 
tions.

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CLOSER RUSSIAN, 
ALLIED RELATIONS 
APPEAR LIKELY 


Soviet Circles in London 
Hint at Possibility of 
Diplomatic Co-operation 
in Near East. 


LONDON, June 5 (AP).—Soviet 
Russian circies in London assert- 
ed today that the Allies’ interests 
in the Black Sea and the Eastern 
Mediterranean parallel Russia's, 
but they emphasized Russian de- 
termination to remain neutral in 
the European war. 

A British source intimated a 
hope that Russian interest in the 
Near East and improvement of 
British-Russian relations might 
have a deterrent effect on any 
Italian plan to entfer the war. Nev- 
ertheless, the British still regarded 
Italian entry as a matter of time. 

A Soviet source said that Rus- 
sia “has no intention of being 
thrust onto one side or the other” 
in the war. He indicated that Rus- 
sia’s policy would continue to em- 
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phasize internal affairs but that 
Moscow is keeping alert against en- 
croachment on any of its interests 
by one Power or another. 

New British Envoy Accepted. 

R. A. Butler, British Undersecre- 
tary for Foreign Affairs, told the 
House of Commons today that it 
appeared from an official Russian 
communique that the appointment 
of Sir Stafford Cripps as new Brit- 
ish Ambassador to Moscow had 
been accepted by the Kremlin al- 
though formal notice had not yet 
been received. 
Butler left unanswered a ques- 
tion from the House as to whether 
Cripps would deal with the “many 
outstanding questions” with the 
Soviet Government, 
Informed quarters doubted that 
Russia’s acceptance of Cripps sig- 
nified any intention to drop its 
partnership with Germany. Russian 
circles hinted that there is at least 
a good possibility of diplomatic co- 
operation between the Kremlin and 
the Allies in the Near East. 
Butler told Commons that the 
whole British nation was glad that 
Russia had accepted Cripps as the 
new Ambassador. Replying to a 
question as to whether the dis- 
patching of Cripps was not first 
intended for trade talks, Butler 
said that the appointment as Am- 
bassador “always was intended to: 
be clear and concise.” 
France’s appointment of Erik 
Labonne, former French Resident- 
General in Tunisia and Ambassa- 
dor to Republican Spain, as Am- 
bassador to Moscow in place of 
Paul Emile Naggiar,; also was cit- 
ed as a factor in improving 
Soviet-Allied relations. 

“Must Show Honest Desire.” 
A Russian source said, however, 
that Britain “must show by deeds 
as well as words an honest de- 
sire for friendship with Russia.”

Biddle to Seek ‘Balance’ 
Among Six Agencies in 
Justice Department. 


WASHINGTON, June 5 (AP),— 
Solicitor-General Francis Biddle 
Said today that he would endeavor 
to co-ordinate the work of the six 
Justice Department units responsi- 
ble for dealing with aliens and 
combating subversive, activities. 
Biddle said in an interview 

there was no thought of mer ng 
these units—Civi] Liberties, Neu- 
trality, Immigration, Naturalization, 
Border Patrol, and the Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation. What he 
will seek to do, he said, will be to 
keep a “balance” in their work, 

: The problem of subversive ac- 
tivity, he said, “is not greatly an 
alien problem. Many of those to be 
watched are recently naturalized 


at 


citizens.” 


He added that the department’s 
aim would be to “convince the im- 
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migrants that what is being done 
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is for their protection and to tie 
eg into the American way of 
ife.” 

The department, he said, “will be 
extremely ready to follow up evi- 
dence of sabotage or espionage, but 
will attempt to keep calm in what 
may become a hysterical situation.” 

Transfer of the Immigration and 
Naturalization Service to the Jus- 
tice Department from the Labor 
Department becomes effective June 
14, Attorney-General Jackson has 
made Biddle responsible for fitting 
the new division into the depart- 
ment, 

Biddle said that he already had 
ordered a “careful check” of the 
border patrol personnel and effec- 
tiveness, particularly in view of 


the strain which might result if 
Canada ordered conscription. 
The _ Solicitor-General likewise 


said that he had started to work 
with the Postoffice Department and 
the Census Bureau in anticipation 
of congressional enactment of legis- 
lation calling for registration of 
all aliens. ’ 


This bill would require finger-| 
printing of all aliens before admis- 
sion to this country, registration 
and fingerprinting’ of all aliens 
now here, reports of change in ad- 
dress of alien permanent residents, 


and reports every three months 
from other aliens. 
Biddle estimated eight months 


would be required for registration 
of the .3,500,000 or more aliens in 
the United States.

WASHINGTON, June 5.—In a 
vunanimous decision construing the 
Natural Gas Act, the Federal 
Power Commission today disal- 
lowed proposed increases of rates 
charged by the Mississippi River 
Fuei Corporation against the La- 
clede Gas Light Co. of St. Louis 
and the Illinois-lowa Power Co. 

The commission rejected Missis- 
sippi River Fuel’s contentions that 
it is not a public utility, that it 
conducts a private business and 
that it is not subject to regula- 
tion under the Natural Gas Act. 

The finding is held to set forth 
the basic principles regarding the 
jurisdiction of the Federal Power 
Commission over all natural gas 
[companies in the United States, 
and to establish its authority to fix 
prices. throughout the field. 

“If the respondent’s views were 
accepted as to the construction of 
the act,” the opinion stated, “a 
situation would result where neither 
this commission nor any state com- 
mission could regulate the sale of 
gas by respondent to Laclede. Con-

WASHINGTON, June 5 (AP).— 
An overwhelming test vote in the 


House for changes in. the Wagner 
Labor Relations Act left unan- 
swere@ today the question of how 
extensive the revisions should be. 
Members agreed yesterday, 292 
to 106, to proceed with debate and 
decide on dozens of proposals that 
have been offered. It may take two 
or three.days to complete the dis- 
cussion. 

Basically, the choice lay between 
amendments introduced by Kepre- 
sentative Smith (Dem.), Virginia 
and those by Chairman Norton 
(Dem.), New Jersey of the Labor 
Committee, but others can be sub- 
mitted from the floor. 

The bill by Smith, chairman of a 
committee investigating the WNa- 
tional. Labor Relations Board, 
would create a new five-man board 
and separate its judicial and ad- 
ministrative functions.

Stamp Honors 
First Surgeon 


To Give Ether 


By ‘ 
Logan,Clendening, M. D. 


HE Postoffice Department has 
T ius issued a stamp in honor of 
Dr. Crawford W. Long of Geor- 
gia, who gave ether for the first 


time for anesthesia during 4 sur-. 


gical operation. It seems too bad 
that they did not wait for the cen- 
tenary anniversary, which will be 
in 1942, but from another point of 
view it is all right because this is 
an anniversary year for ether. 

It was first synthesized in 1540 
by Valerius Cordis, a young phar- 
macist of Nuremberg in. Germany. 
Cordis published what can be con- 
sidered as the first pharmacopeia, 
or list of drug and medicinal prep- 
arations, with a description of 
their method of preparation and 
properties. 

The Long stamp has roused an 
Old controversy. I went down to 
Jefferson, Ga., a year or two ago, 
purposely to see and photograph 
this historic spot in medical annals. 
It is a sweet, sleepy old Southern 
town. In the public “square” (it is 
really a circle) is the monument put 
up to Long by the Georgia State 
Medical Society in 1910. The build- 
ing on the site where Dr. Long had 
his office and where the ether was 
given on that memorable occasion 
is marked by two plaques, one a 
marble slab which has so weathered 
that the words on it are undecipher- 
able. Another bronze plaque was 
placed there by the Works Prog- 
ress Administration in 1936. 

An enthusiastic gentleman who 
told me he “lived, ate and slept the 
life of Crawford Long” courteously 
showed me the house where Long 
lived as, a bachelor physician and 
the room he is supposed to have oc- 
cupied. This gentleman recounted 
to me the efforts he was then mak- 
ing to induce the Government to is- 
sue the stamp, and he even fore- 
shadowed the return of the contro- 
versy. 

“Do you realize, suh,” he de- 
manded, “that up No’th they claim 
that some Yankee dentist discov- 
ered ether?”

pk. LONG had a patient, young 
Mr. Venable, who had two excres- 
cences on his neck that he very 
much wanted to have removed. I 
think we should feel a brotherly 
sympathy for Mr. Venable. He 
was vain and he wanted the ex- 
crescences removed mostly for the 
purpose of enhancing his beauty. 
But he was deathly afraid of the 
pain that their removal would en- 
tail. And you must admit he had 
a good deal of courage to comply 
when Pr. Long proposed giving 
whim a sleeping dose of the ether in 
order to remove them. But he did 
and the operation was performed 
in Dr. Long’s office on March 30, 
1842, and Mr. Venable paid a bill 
of 25 cents for the ether and $2 
for the operation. 

Quite independently, however, 
Dr. W. T. G. Morton, a dentist in 
Boston, discovered the anesthetic 
properties of ether and demon- 
strated its effectiveness in the sur- 
gical amphitheaters of the Massa- 
chusetts General Hospital in Bos- 
ton, Oct. 16, 1846. 

Two of the greatest surgeons 
living, Dr. J. C. Warren and Dr. 
H, J.. Bigelow, were present; Dr. 
Warren performed the operation. 
Dr. Bigelow reported the circum- 
stances in the Boston Medical & 
Surgical Journal and the whole 
world of surgery knew of it. The 
great Robert Liston in London ex- 
claimed, “Hurrah! Rejoice! In six 
months no operation will be per- 
formed without this preparation. 
Rejoice!” 

So the credit seemed to be 
snatched from Long, the obscure 
country general practitioner. But 
when later, Morton tried to get a 
grant from Congress, Long had by 
that time published his experiences 
and the honor was restored to him, 
and has been his ever since.

“A Leap in the Dark’’ 

Used figuratively today with ref- 
erence to an action whose result 
is uncertain, a step taken on faith, 
hope or chance rather than on 
knowledge of the outcome, “a leap 
in the dark” was originally a meta- 
phor for death—a leap, as it were, 
from this world to—who knows 
what or where. 

At one time the expression was 
attributed to the great French 
satirist, Rabelais, as a free trans- 
lation of his last words, Je m’en 
vay chercher un grand peut-etre (I 
am going in search of a great per- 
haps, ) 

It was not until more than a 
hundred years later that the exact 
wording is known to have been 
recorded in English. This was in 
1679, when Thomas Hobbes, noted 
British philosopher, as he, too, was 
dying, said, “I am going to take a 
frightful leap in the dark.” 

It was Hobbe’s use of the phrase 
which brought it into general us- 
age, its application being extended 
to the field of politics, in connec- 
tion with reform bills; or business 
and science, in allusion to untried 
policies or experiments.

Martyl Schweig, Young St. Louisan, 
Believes Art Should be Socially Sig- 


nificant—Spurns 


Not Measure Up 


Subjects That Do 
to Her Philosophy.

HE Postmaster at Russell, 

Kan., was thunderstruck when 

he discovered that the _ artist 
commissioned to paint the mural 
for the county seat postoffice was 
not the Mr. Martyl Schweig of 
St. Louis he’d been writing to, but 
Miss Martyl, little, dark haired and 
attractive, and—worst of all 
young. To the Postmaster it was 
quite a shock but to art-conscious 
St. Louisans only a mild surprise 
for they have long since been past 
astonishment at the accomplish- 
ments of this 22-year-old girl. 

A daughter of artists—her father 
is Martin Schweig, West End pho- 
tographer, her mother Aimee 
Schweig, a painter — it was ex- 
pected that she would be a good 
artist, but further than that, Mar- 
tyl has won honor on top of honor, 
and with paintings, not of flowers 
and pretty landscapes but of city 
slums and subjects of social sig- 
nificance, and such man-size jobs 
as the brawny-men-in-wheat-fields 
theme of the recently compuieted 
mural, Although this is her first 
mural, Martyl’s other paintings 
have been receiving favorable no- 
tice since her school days. 


“It is slightly unusual for a girl 
to paint a mural,” Marty] said, as 
she curled up on a couch in the 
studio she shares with her moth- 
er. She looked very young indeed 
in her blue slack suit, her hair in 
a long bob with curly bangs. “I 
know of only five or six other 
women mural painters in the Unit- 
ed States and I’m the youngest. 
Mural painting does have its un- 
glamorous side, of course. There’s 
a lot of saw and hammer and nail 
work in making the framework for 
the canvas. The actual painting 
took only two weeks but there were 
so many preliminaries that the cor-

“Russell’s an awtully nice little 


place, an oil-booming town—that's 


the reason for the oil fields in the 
mural. It’s on Highway 40 so if 
you pass it going West, stop in to 
see the mural and buy a stamp or 
something. We were there in sub- 
zero weather, and I’m going out 
again to supervise putting up the 
mural. It'll be fun hearing com- 
ments, vut I know just what they'll 
be looking for. They'll look to see 
if the right pitch fork is used and 
if the stacks are right and the 
grain the right length and what 
tobacco the farmers are smoking. 
Fortunately I’ve spent a lot of time 
in wheat fields near our studio in 
Ste. Genevieve watching and 
sketching, long before this back to 
the soil movement in art, so I know 
the pitch forks and wheat stacks 
are right. I’ve had farmers check 
them for me.” 

It was when she was about 8 or 
9 that Marty] first started painting, 
although she can’t quite remember. 

“You know how it is—you draw 
on the wall paper and at school.

oval in air, “and ‘flags’ or iris.” 

That was at Hamilton Grade 
School. Later at Mary Institute 
and Washington University she 
studied art and was art editor of 
student publications. In 1936 in- 
stead of the regulation debut she 
had her “coming-out party” at the 
Junior League in combination with 
a showing of her paintings. 

“Actually I was educated to be 
an artist,” she said. “All through 
schoo] I studied things that would 
help me. At Washington I took al- 
most ever history of art course they 
had and that was valuable back- 
ground. Something that makes me 
mad is when artists say, ‘I’m self- 
taught.’ I don’t think you can be 
self-taught. There are two things 
an artist learns from—other art- 
ists and nature. 

“Mother started me at the Art 
Museum in Mary Powell’s classes 


on Saturdays and I remember I won 
a first prize out there when I was 
11. Two years later mother went 
to Provincetown, Mass., to study 
under Charles Hawthorne and I 
went along. I was the voungest in 
the class and since it was his last 
class I was very fortunate. Then 
I started going down to Ste. Gene- 
vieve’—Mrs. Schweig is founder of 
the school there—“and since such 
artists as Joe Jones and Thomas 
Hart Benton were there, the con- 
stant association with good artists 
taught me a lot. We had discus- 
sions and we painted from seven 
each morning till five at night.

OT ecior went to art school] in 
Colorado last summer and the 
year before that to California. 

I’m crazy about the West, except

It is quite true that after his 
partner's bid East should have felt 
he could defeat a three heart con- 
tract, but his confidence should 
have been based on his heart hold- 
ing itself, and this holding depended 
for its effectiveness on its being 
undisclosed to the declarer. A dow 
ble cut his apparently certain mar 
gin of safety down to one trick, 
and this was too close for comfort. 
In the subsequent play the declar- 
er was grateful for the information 
East’s double had given him. 

West opened the king of clubs, 
dummy won with t’.« ace, and drew 
two rounds of trumps. Then the 
queen of hearts ‘vas laid down (to 
guard against a singleton honor in 
West's hand). East won with the 
ace and returned the club jack, 
which held the trick, and on a club 
continuation declarer threw off a 
diamond loser. Now on a diamond 
lead dummy’s ace won and a low 
heart was led. East tried desper 
ately to recoup from the bad posi- 
tion in which his three heart dou- 
ble had placed him. He saw that 
it would be “giving up” to split his 
honors and therefore played the 
eight spot, hoping that declarer 
never would have the nerve to 
finesse the nine. But the declarer 
had no doubt whatever that East 
had started with four hearts to 
justify his three heart double, and 
now played the nine from his own 
hand. He drew trumps and finally 
conceded a heart trick, thus make 
ing his contract. 

It should be noted that declarer 
could not afford to draw all three 
rounds of trumps before going after 
the hearts because, had he done so, 
dummy’s ace of diamonds would 
have been the only entry, when act- 
ually two were required for the 
proper play of hearts. If dummy 
had not retained a trump entry 
when the diamond ace was forced 
out and a heart led East could 
have split his honors and thus as» 
sured himself of three heart tricks, 
since declarer could not have re- 
turned to dummy for another lead 
up to his nine spot,
